Stevenson, Zorin 
Plan Another Meet 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 


—Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Valerian A. Zorin and U.S. Am- 
bassador Adlai E. Stevenson are 
expected to meet again soon in 
an effort to break the deadlock 
over appointment of an acting 
U.N. secretary-general. 


Zorin told a go-between over the 


weekend he would like to see 
Stevenson again on the matter.
